The 
spirit of (!od, us it moved over tho waters 
to tranquilize them, will in his appointed 
time and by his mercy descend to pour over 
tho human race the spirit of peace and by 
means of tho church reanimate the germs of 
faith. With these joyful wishes wc 
receive thankfully the greetings ex- 
pressed by your worthy Dean, and in 
returning them on this happy occasion, we 
pray that tho infinite God will infuso in the 
Sacred College the fullness of Hia Heavenly 
blessings. As a token of our paternal affec- 
tion we impart to (he Sacred College and 
tho bishops and prelates hero present, with 
tho fullness of our heart, tho apostolic bless- 
ings."

RUSSIAN SPIES. 

Paid Emissaries In the United States Hunting 
Up Information. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21?.— Fifteen spies are 
said to be on the payroll of, the Russian 
embassy in t bis city, their duties being to 
watch revolutionary exiles in different parts 
of tho country, report thoir movements and 
ascertain the names and uddresscs of tlioBe 
in their native country with whom they 
correspond. Some of theso Bpica aro 
continually on the move, their orders being 
transmitted to them through a secret 
bureau in Now York. These facts havo 
beeu brought out by tho recent suicide in 
New York of a ouco wealthy Russian Polo, 
who was dogged from place to place until 
his lifo became a burden.

Honolulu, Dec. 14.— Presidont Dolo 
assured the Associated Press at 10:30 a. m. 
to-day that in case Minister Willis mado 
any advances, either before or after the 
sailing of tho Mariposo, looking toward 
restoration, tho Government wished it an- 
nounced in tho most public manner that 
such negotiations would make no headway 
hero, and if pushed would bo absolutely re- 
jected by the Provisional Government. 
"The Provisional Government," said Presi- 
dent Dole, "has arranged every detail for 
protecting life and property, and is also 
well prepared to resist with force the over- 
throw of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment if attempted by external 
means. Yes, you can Bay that if 
the worst comeB wo will make a stubborn 
resistance und you know as well us wo do 
that it will be a hard light." At a regular 
session of the executive und advisory coun- 
cils held with open doors tho question was 
asked by Cecil Brown of the President : 
' Has the government received any ud vices 
or dispatches by tho Uorwin ?" " It has 
not," replied President Dole. "His the 
government received any official communica- 
tion," continued Mr. Brown, " from tho 
American minister sinco the arrival of the 
Corwin J" President Dole replied : " It 
has not." 

On tho U.S. steamer Philadelphia it was 
earned that the cipher dispatches Bent by 
tho Washington Government to Minister 
Willis had been sent aboard tho Philadel- 
phia to bo translated, and that they wore 

turned to the American legation by a 
ship's boat leaving at noon. It ia behoved 
that tho delay in Minister Willis communi- 
cating with the Provisional Government has 
been due to the delay caused in getting 
Cleveland's dispatches translated. 

In an interview with the marshal at 3 
p.m. it was learned that several prominent 
Royalists considered that tho situation hero 
was growing too hot for them, aud that if it 
continued they proposed to leavo the 
islands. Prominent Royalists say the 
Queen's statement mado to Blount is reli- 
able, and Bets forth in a succinct manner 
the claims of tho Royalists. It is generally 
understood that tho ex-Queen's policy, 
should she be restored, would bo one of gen- 
oral amnesty, with the oxception of a few 
men ut the head of tho Provisional Govern-' 
ment. Tho annexationists cluim that tho 
ex Queen will nover havo a chance to dis- 
play either good- will or hatred toward those 
men so long as there is an American alivo in 
Hawaii.

London, Dec. '23. — Before tho Houbo of 
Commons adjourned, last evening, the Gov- 
ernment whips were informed by repre- 
sentatives of both Liberals aud Radicals 
that if the closure should not bo applied 
stringently alter the recess to the debute on 
the Parish Councils bill tho members of tho 
majority would tuko mattera into their own 
hands. Discontent over tho misconduct of 
business prevails in ull tho groups 
of Government supporters. Ou January 
1, men from all sections of tho 
majority will meot at the National Liberal 
club to discuss tho difficulties of tho situa- 
tion. It is now seen that the weakness of 
Mr. Mellor, chairman of the Committee of 
tho Whole House, in permitting an infinito 
number of amendments to be bo debated, is 
not the solo cause of the success of the Con- 
servative obstructions. For some reason 
tho Government have fought the obstruct- 
ive policy of the minority only loosely and 
half-heartedly. Tho Unionists euy tho 
reason for thia is that the ministers aro 
ridiDg for a fall, as they desiro 

an kahly dissolution. 

If Mr. Gladstone and his collcuguoB have 
any such intention, they are likely to bo 
thwurted by their party who will not per- 
mit a policy of this sort to mature. Ono of 
the main objects of tho meeting ut tho 
Nutionul Liberal club, in fact, is under- 
stood to bo the announcement of tho de- 
mand that tho Government carry out 
before dissolution tho principal mea- 
sures introduced in tho Newcastle plat- 
form. Nor will they tolerate any unduo 
prolongation of the sesBion on tho plea that 
the report that tho cabinet are not con- 
sidering the expediency of a two year sea- 
session to u"oid the necessity of a Queen's 
speech is not agreeable to the bulk of tho 
Government members. What they insist 
upon is a Bummary disposition of the bills 
before tho House und its prorogation. 
Whatever Mr. Gladstone's plnns und pre- 
ferences in tho matter may be, he will bo 
forced in view of the overwhelming party 
feeling to accede to these demands. 
The Duke of Edinburgh, despite his 
ucceptunce of the throne of Saxe Cobourg 
Gotha, is to draw £10,000 annually from 
the British exchequer. When Mr. Gladstone 
announced this articlo to the House ho 
threw down u bone of contention between 
the Government and the Radicals. Ho 
knew that his proposal would irritate Mr. 
Labouchero and his colleugueB and there- 
fore ho espied a chance to tako them un- 
awares. Mr. Labouohere, however, will 
not let the aubject drop. Ho has given 
notice alreudy of n motion to the effect that 
aa tho 

DUKE OF SAXE COKOURO GOTHA 

is a sovereign prince of tho German federa- 
tion, his whole annuity from Greut Britain 
should bo stopped. If tho government 
attempt to smother debate on thiB motion, 
Mr. Labouchero will renew it during tho 
discussion of tho estimates, when there will 
bo no way of suppressing it. The Radicals 
were especially irritated by the spectuclo 
of the Irish members voting $10,000 to tho 
Duke of Edinburgh They say that thia was 
carrying the agreement of the Nationalists 
to support the Government a little too far. 
The Duke's income, drawn chiefly through 
his w ife's dower, is known accurately to be 
moro than £200,000 annually. Ho is not 
liked by the classes in Great Britain and ia 
utterly unknown to the miissea. Even tho 
Conservative newspapers admit that £10,- 
000 will be u heavy price to piy. merely to 
keep up tho Duke's British connection, for 
which nobody, except the Royal family, 
cares. 

The Spectator, a Unionist paper, deplores 
the wholoarrangement.lt says : "If Germany 
should be at war with England, tho Duke 
ought to command the German Heet. As a 
sovereign he is not subject to English law, 
even when residing in England, us has been 
shown by the cuse of tho Sultan of Jahore. 
He, therefore, should not eujoy uny uppan- 
ugo as a British prince. If it is true that 
the Duke wants money, becauso his prede- 
cessor wasted tho Saxe-Coburg Gotba prop- 
erty, let him ask for £10,000 yearly from 
his own subjects, " 

THE IRISH LEADERS 
aro privately urging the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland to allow tho precedent sot last 
Christmas when the Donegal prisoners wero 
released, and to remit tho sontences on tho 
Irishmen now imprisoned for treason and 
felony. The Chief Secretary appealed to 
his colleagues for thoir consont to this pro- 
posal us far us it concerned several cases. 
Mr. Asquith, the Homo Secretary, refused 
on the ground that tho recent activity of 
the dynamiters in Dublin was proof of tho 
failure of the pardoning policy. The rela- 
tions between tho Chief Secretary for Ire- 
laud and tho Home Secretary havo been 
strained almost to the breaking point. ' 

SILVER IMPORTED PROM INDIA. 

Anglo-Indian houses confidently expect 
that the i duty on silver imported India 
will bo increased at the beginning of tho 
next financial year. The continuance of 
large shipments to India is attributed partly 
to the demand for hoarding, partly to tho 
requirements of tho natives for ornaments, 
but principally to speculation. The natives 
in India expect that a heavy duty will be 
fixed, causing tho value to rise, and there- 
fore uro purchasing their supplies in ad- 
vunco. 

In view of tho agitation in Great Britain 
for Church disestablishment, a Parliamentary 
Church party baa been formed whoso object 
is to organize in a coalition all the members 
ot tho House of Commons who oppose dis- 
establishment. Sir F. S. Powell, who is 
most conspicuous in tho undertaking, said 
yesterday that tho Exccutivo Committee 
will contain two Liberals, although tho ma- 
jority cf the members will bo Conservative. 
Tho party wero already receiving ample 
funds, bo said, and meant to scatter their 
propaganda in conjunction with the Pro- 
testant Church Instituto. Ho declinod to 
give tho parties or their numerical strongth, 
although declaring that they wero recoiving 
recruits daily.

Vancouver, Dec. ii.').— (Japtain Mellon, 
agent for the Bureau Veritas, has furniahod 
tho following record of marino disasters :

Sailing vessels lost — American, '20; Aus. 
tralinD, 2; British, 30; Chilian, 1; Danish, 
7; Dutch, 4; French, 7; German, 10; 
Greek, 1; Italian, 5; Norwogian, 15; Span- 
ish, 2; Swedish, 8; total, 112.

Captain 
Lee, will sail for Callao on Monday morn- 
ing with 507,001 feot of rough lumber, 
valued at 84,91 1 .'(G. A deck loud was cut 
for the Templar, but owing to tho decision 
of Survoyor Collister alio wus not ablo to 
take it. Capt. Lee suya he haa apent in 
repairs, otc. , £,'1,500 in the port of Van- 
couver, but owing to his alleged uufuir 
treatment will advise his owners not to 
load lumber in British Columbia in future. 

E. J. Coyle, of tho C. 1". R., left for an 
extended holiday yesterday. 

The greatest sympathy is expressed hero 
for Mr. A. Curtis, who broko his leg while 
playing football in Victoria. The many 
acta of personal kindness from bis Vancouver 
friends show ho wua well thought of here. 

A midnight service will bo held on Christ- 
mas Eve, in tho Catholic church. Tho de- 
mand for tickots ia unprecedented. Only 
one-tenth of those who desire to bo present 
can be accommodated. 

On account of tho non compliance with 
tho by-law regulating hotels where liquor is 
sold, applications for tho renewal of licenses 
for tho Gcrmauia, Gambrinus, Victoria and 
Jubileo hotels were rofuaed. 

One hundred and six persona have been 
nursed at St. Luke's Homo, and out of this 
number eight have been fatal. During the 
year an addition was made to tho building, 
costing §2,000, Of this §250 was contrib- 
uted by Mr. Goodrich, $500 by sympathis- 
ing citizens, and the rest by Sister Frances 
and well wishers in England.

WESTMIN8TKK. 

New Westjiinsteh, Dec. 23.— Tho 
brother of the notorioua Ben Kennedy, 
charged with intimidating S. Hinckler, a 
wilnesB at the trial during tho a8sizes, camo 
bofore the Polico Mugistrato here to day and 
was remanded for eight days. 

The steamer Capilano camo down from 
■Q teen Charlotte to-day with 30,000 pounds 
ot halibut. Tho fish went forward to New 
York this afternoon. 

The prisoners in tho Provincial jail will 
be given their ubuuI roust beef and plum 
pudding dinner on Christmas day. 

Captuin Cooper, of tho steamer Courser, 
announces that he intends to enter suit for 
substantial damages against a Vancouver 
nautical man who has libelled him in tho 
sense of defaming his steamer. 

The additions io the Y.M.C.A. fund to- 
day were $-110 50, making the total raised 
to date $-1,302, leaving only §1,638 to bo 
raised to make up the required $6,000. It 
ia expected tho whole amount will bo sub- 
scribed by to-morrow evening, which it 
must be, in order that the sum received so 
far may hold good. 

NANAIMO. 

NANAIMO, Dec. 23. — Premier Davie stated 
to E. M. Yarwood and H. A. Simpaon, who 
interviewed him on behalf of the logal fra- 
ternity with regard to oxtending to Nanai- 
mo the full powers of tho local Supreme 
court, that an order-in-council to that effect 
is now being prepared. 

Eliaa Kyyra, a Finn, wbb this morning 
sentenced to six months' imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of $80, for attempting to com- 
mit an indecent assault upon a Finnish 
woman, Christino Arverli, at Wellington, 
yesterday morning. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Market Active But Depressed ; But (General 
Speculation Leaves oil' Steadier. 

New YoriK, Doc. 23.— The stock market 
wua active but depressed during tho greater 
part of to-day 'a abort 8C8sion, a break of lij 
in New England to 16J following closely 
upon the heels of tho St. Nicholas bank 
affair. Tho mtafortuno of tho Atchison 
company naturally had a demoralizing effect 
upon tho street. Tho "bears" wore of 
courae olated, and hammered varioua stocks 
with great vigor. Tho heavy prcBauro 
ui/ainBt New England waa due to rumors 
that tho company had been unablo 
to securo tho monoy needed to 
meet its January interost puymenta, 
default on which would probably end in a 
receivership. Tho stories wero denied by 
the officials, but nevertheless found bo- 
liovers. Tho report that an injunction 
would bo asked for to prevent tho proposed 
lease of tho New York, New England and 
Northern played a very small part in tho 
decline, tho question of interest payments 
being paramount to all othora. Simul- 
taneously with tho break in Now England, 
a aucccaaful raid waa made on diatillora 
which dropped 2§ to 21g. Westorn Union 
fell off 1 \ to 8. Towarda tho closo there 
wero Bomo sharp rallies Now England mov- 
ing up 1? ; Distillers and Chicago Gas, 1J ; 
Western Union, I; General Electric, l.\ to 
37$; New York Central, 11 J to 99, und 
Sugar, li to 80J. Tho Grangers wero 
preaaed for sales right up to tho end of tho 
day and closed at only a fractional advance 
on tho lowcBt pricea of tho week. With tho 
excoption of these ahares, specula- 
tion left off somewhat stoadior in 
tono. Tho favorablo bank statement had 
littlo or no effect on tho market, although it 
allowed an increase in tho reservn of $1,708,- 
950, raising tho aurpluB to $77,937,775, tho 
largest amount cor held in tho bunks. 
Despito the fact that tho bunka gaiued in 
cash somo $2,000,000, they oxpanded their 
loans only $805,000. Those figures show 



plainly the steady accumulation of funds 
here and the limited inquiry for the same in 
mercautilo movements and in Wall Street 
circles.

NEOItO EMIGRATION. 

Plan for tho Removal of Colored Southern 
Folk to the Congo Free State. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 23.— J. H. Dan- 
iels, formerly a New Yorker, but recently a 
resident of Missouri, has a pluu for tho re- 
moval of a largo number of tho negroes of 
tho South to tho Congo Free Statoand other 
African countries. Mr. Daniels haa begun 
work on hia scheme, and at this timo feola 
very much encouraged over itH promise of 
success. Ho bus written to Alfred Lehait, 
tho Belgian minister and envoy extraordin- 
ary at Washington, asking him what in- 
ducements the Belgian government would 
offer a colony of boiuo 20,000 intelligent 
negro emigrants from Alabama und 
(loorgia tor settlement in the Congo Free 
State. Tho minister replied that no such 
proposition had over been mailo before, and 
lie could not say positively what hia Gov- 
ernment'a policy in tho matter would bo. 
Ho said ho thought tho chances wero that 
tho Congo Government would famish 
transportation to a good class of emigrants. 
He asked Mr. Daniels to favor him with 
particulars, what sort of tradesmen, 
whether somo would servo as soldiers, etc. 
Mr. DanielB replied thut ho could furnish 
as many emigrants us the Congo State might 
want. They would all be good citizens and 
almost every trade and profession would be 
represented among them. A competent 
detective made an investigation and re- 
ported that Daniels was "all right." 

BARCE LONA'S BOMB THRO WER. 

Codina was Selected to Carry Out a Foul 
Conspiracy. 

Barcelona, Deo. 23. — Joao Codina, tho 
anarchist, who has already confessed to 
throwing tho bomb which cauaed upwards 
of thirty deaths in tho Lyceum theatre, 
Bays ho was selected by the anarchist group 
to assassinate General Campoa in Septem- 
ber laat. It was hia intention to murder 
tho General while he wus reviewing tho 
troopB, but when tho troops arrived Co- 
dinu suya his courage failed for the reason 
that he realized if he threw tho bomb into 
tho crowd surrounding tho General 
ho would have killed and wounded 
hundreds of personB. Ho had tho bomb 
ready to throw, but the thought of 
tho many innocent persons who would 
suffer restrained him, Pallaa, unother 
Anarchist, who waa with him, urged Codina 
to throw tho bomb and finally snatched tho 
bomb from hia hand Buying, "You aro no 
good." Pullaa'a nervea, however, wero evi- 
dently unstrung by tho wrangle, for he 
hesitated to throw tho bomb. Had ho 
thrown it as he originally intended it would 
have killed tho general. Pallas, up to the 
time of his execution, declared thut ho 
alouo was responsible for tho attempt to 
assassinate do CampoB. Shortly after Pallas 
wub shot Codina began his preparationa to 
avengo hia comrade'a death, und the explo- 
sion at tho Lyceum wub hia method of 
effecting this purpose. 

NOT SURRENDERED. 

Denial of tho Story That Bio Had Been Cap- 
tured by the Insurgents. 

Rio de Janeiro, Dec. 23. — Tho report 
that Rio de Janeiro had surrendered to the 
insurgent forces and that Peixoto ia in tho 
hands of his enemies ia without tho slight- 
est foundation. In fact, a sensation more 
ridiculous could not have been uttempted at 
this time. 

Washington, D.C.,Dec. 23. — A telegram 
has been received at tho State department. 
It came from Consul-General Towns, and 
contained no mention of an attack on Rio. 
It saya : "Arrangements have been made by 
which foreign merchantmen arriving at or 
depurting for Rio will bo assigned certuin 
points outside the line of fire, where curgoes 
may be received and discharged in safety, 
under protection of war vessels of their re- 
spective countries." 

Montevideo, Dec. 23. — News haa just 
been received hero of u fight which began 
on Wednesday between tho government 
troops and the insurgent forces from Santa 
Catharina. General Saraiva'a men had 
joined with those under Salgado, making a 
total of 8,000. The fighting took place in 
Itajahy, near Desterro, tho insurgent divi- 
sions being led by Generals Spinheiro, Luna 
and Murtine. According to last roports re- 
ceived hero the rebels had lost-100 men, but hud 
tho government troops so badly penned in 
that surrender seemed unavoidable. Tho 
rebels aro well armed, having lately received 
200 riflea brought down from Rio on board 
tho Aquidaban. 

Another of Mello'a steamers, tho Mellcoro, 
ia reported ushore at Narra, near Itajahy. 
While she was reconnitering tho harbor en- 
trance alio ran aground; tho govern- 
ment forco of artillery thero, which hua 
forty guns, opened firo upon her and kept 
up tho cannonade till all hor crow woro 
killed.

The Duke of Saxe-Cobure-Gotha's Status Ex- 
plained by tho Premier. 

London, Dec. — In tho House of Com- 
mons, last night, Mr. Gladstone announced 
that tho Duko of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (Duko 
of Edinburgh) had renounced tho English 
annuity of £15,000 conferred upon him by 
tho act of 1800 and retained the unnuity of 
£10,000 conferred upon him on his marriage 
in 1ST."). Tho announcement was greeted 
with loud cries of " Oh ! " Continuing, Mr. 
Gladstone said that tho Duko maintained 
his domestic connection with tho English 
royal family and would atay in England 
three montliH each year; therefore tho gov- 
ernment would accept the renouncit'g of tho 
£15,000 conferred upon him in 1860, and 
tho House of Lords would decide whether 
tho Duko will retain his seat in that House. 
Mr. Labouchero asked whothcr un oppor- 
tunity would ho given to discuaa the Duke's 
retention of £10, 000 yearly, hut Mr. Glad- 
atone declined to grant such opportunity, 
and Mr. Labouchero asked leave to movo an 
adjournment, Tho motion was rejectod by 
a vote of 177 to 59.

school of economists do not 6how tho people 
how they propose to solve thia problem. 
Tho truth is they oaunot aolvo it. Their 
sclienio of a revenuo tariiVis a delusion and 
a auaro. II tho people wore to place them 
in power, they would have to ruiae ub much 
money as is now raiaed, and in very much 
tho aame manner aa it will, aftor the tariff 
ia revised, bo raised by tho present Govern- 
ment. The difference botween the tariff 
for revenuo of tho Liberals and tho revised 
tariff of tho Conservatives ia very little 
moro than a difference in name. Uud 
both ayatonis tho same amount of mouoy 
must bo raised. 



REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

Thoao who talk about free trade for 
Canada do not inform their hearers how tree 
trade can bo established in this Dominion 
They make many tine promises which, if 
performed would leavo tho country without 
any revenuo at all. But the country must 
have a revouuo. By far the greater part of 
the expenditure is fixod by law and cannot 
bo changed, no matter what party conies into 
power. Many of thos« who advocate tarill 
roform forgot thia. They do not tell their 
hearers that the moat economical Govern- 
ment — even the moat miserly Government 
— that can be chosen must raise revenuo 
enough to pay the interest on the national 
debt, the salaries of judges and civil servants 
and to defray a hundred and one necessary 
and unavoidable expenaea of Government. 
Tho sum that muat be raiaed overy year, 
which Parliament cannot diminiah, amounts 
to somowharo about twenty-seven millions 
of dollars. Then thero are public works and 
services that cannot be neglected. It is the 
duty of Parliament to look after these 
There is not a province in tho Dominion that 
does not want larger appropriations than 
the Government can see its way to grunt. 
li ia not likely that tho people will be con- 
tent with a much smaller expenditure than 
that of tho preaent Government, and it is 
certain that if a new Government came into 
power to-morrow, it would no: initiate a 
policy of refusing tho inhabitants of 
the dilleront provinces grants of public 
money to supply what they know are their 
needa. A government that would instituto 
a starvation policy would very soon become 
unpopular. If its answer to every locality 
that wanted a new post-office, a now wharf, 
better harbor accommodations, tho improve- 
ment of river navigation, or one of the 
hundreds of other things that are required, 
waa, " We cannot grant your requeat; we 
have no money; you muat do without the 
work or the improvement you uak for," the 
people would very soon become disgusted, 
and the loudest in their complaints would 
be the very men who aro now exclaiming 
against taxation. Tho reader must see that 
the controllable expenditure of the Govern- 
ment can never bo less than it is at preaent. 
It will, as tho population of tho country in- 
creases and tho vacant lands aro settled, 
bocomo greater instead of less. This 
part of the Government's expenditure, wo 
see by a speech which Sir John Thompson 
delivered in Halifax tho other day, has in- 
creased in fifteen yours only three millions. 
This ia part of what tho Premier euid on tho 
Bubject of permanent and controllable ex- 
penditure in his Halifax speech : 

Tuko two or three other charges, audi as 
the necessary burden of our tndian service, 
our civil service, and two or threo other 
such charges, and you bare a total of sonio- 
thing like $27,OU(),OUO heforo you consider 
the items which ure open to debate in Par- 
liament at all. Those items which are open 
to tho criticism and debute of Parliament, 
und about which the Committee of Supply 
of the House of Commons shall vote or not 
vole, amount only to ubout three 
milliona of dollura moro than they 
wcro fifteen years ago, when our 
opponents wont out of oflico. (Applause.) 
Therefore, air, when wo come to deal with 
that ' diabolical ' subject of taxation, to say 
nothing of tho ' diabolical tariff, 1 when wo 
como to that, wo have to face tho fact thut 
27 millions of dollura uro required to bo 
raised aimply by the mechanical process of 
taxation in this country, without tho cx- 
prcseion or will of Parliament at all. And 
with regard to tho eight, ten or twelve 
millions of dollars which may bo at tho dis- 
cretion of Parliament to voto or not to voto, 
wo claim that, in the past that money bus 
boen well expended in tho public improve- 
ments which huvo boon put in thia country 
from ono end to tho othor, increuaing tho 
credit of tho country ub well ua tho con- 
veniences of tho peoplo. We claim thut 
that oxpendituro hua been wiaoly and judi- 
ciously made. Hero is tho plain truth 
plainly expressed. 

By far tho larger portion of tho rovonuo 
is outsido tho control of any majority that 
may bo in Parliamont, and every man of 
common sonse must see that controllable 
oxpendituro cannot be less, but must, in tho 
naturo of things, bo groator than it is at 
preaont. How uro tho peoplo who propoao 
to whittlo down tho tariff until tho dutiea

NOT A SUCCESS. 

The Hon. Edward Blake ia no doubt un 
able lawyer and a moat estimable gentle 
man, but in Canada ho did not prove a sue 
cessful parliamentary leader. Ho was moro 
respected than liked among tho Liberals, 
and ho was not regarded aa a very formid- 
able opponent by the Conservatives. He 
spoke fluently enough and u groat deal too 
long, but his orutory was never of tho kind 
that croatea enthusiasm. 

The impression which Mr. Blake made in 
England ia very similar to that which ho 
made in his native land. Ho is, us u 
speaker und a statesman, regarded us 
reapeotablo, and very little more. The 
Echo, a Conservative English paper, 
declares that when ho appeared on 
tho green benches (of Parliament) 
thero was woeful disappointment. His 
friends sent him up liko a rocket and he 
came down liko a slick. Turned out at his 
heBt, ho was a mere comtnon-placo speaker 
without that spark of divine firo which 
makes an orator." Wo uro afraid that 
many Cunadiuns will huvo to admit the 
accuracy of tho Echo's estimuto of Mr. 
Blake as an orator and a statesman. Wo 
venture to predict that "when Mr. Blake 
sovers his connection with the Irish party 
in tho Imperial Parliament, which may be 
soon, his defection will not bo regarded us u 
very great misfortune. Tho English Lib- 
erals, when thoy lose him will, like the 
Canudiuu Liberals when he ceased to work 
with them, not bo inconsolable. They will 
find that they can get on almost as well 
without him as with him. Some of the 
elements that aro necessnry to make a suc- 
cessful politician are evidently wanting in 
the intellectual and tnorul constitution of 
the Hon. Edward Blake. 



AN UNFORTUNATE PREJUDICE. 

Thore is evidently a prejudice in Manitoba 
against Dr. Bernardo's boys. It is belioved 
that they havo inherited bad qualities 
which will be aure to show themselves 
sooner or later. This is very unfortuuato 
The boys sent to this country by the Eng- 
lish philanthropist should, liko every ono 
else's boys, be judged by their works. It is 
not wiao to take it for granted that they 
must all bo necessarily tho offspring of 
vicious parents. This is not invariably tho 
case. Tho parents of many of the luds may 
havo been as virtuous and as correct in their 
conduct, and they may havo como of 
good a stock aa tho averugo of the heads of 
familiesin Manitoba oranywhereelae. Weaeo 
thaton inquiry iato bo made into tho conduct 
of tho boyB brought into the country by Dr. 
Bernardo. Tho investigation will be uaeful 
and it will bo interesting. It will show for 
ono thing what grounds thero aro for tho 
prc-judico against tho boys that exists 
in Canadian communities. If it can be 
shown that aa largo a proportion of the boys 
turn out well as that of boys from respect- 
able parents in a similar condition of life, 
tho prejudico aguiuat them ought to bo dis- 
pelled. It iB taken for granted that the 
boys aro inately bad, that assumption will 
havo its influence on those to whose care 
thoy are entrusted, und may huvo tho effect 
of destroying their self-respect and of de 
moralizing them generally. If a boy or 
girl is belioved to be bad uud treated aa if 
no good is to bo expected from him or her, 
tho chances aro that the child will 
turn out as its guardians predict. 
It can be easily understood how great an 
injury tho prejudice uguinat young immi- 
grants of this class may do them. Wo 
believe that the wisest, ua well as the most 
charitablo and Christianlike way of regard- 
ing theso boys ia to think of them aa being 
neither better nor worao than ordinary 
youngsters. The proposed enquiry, if it is 
honestly und intelligently conducted, ought 
to decide whether, aa far aa Canada is con- 
cerned, aa well us tho boya themselves, it ia 
wiso to aend them to u strange lund umong 
strangers. Thero aro many who believo 
that a hotter uso can bo made of tho waifs 
of British society than to send them while 
thoy are young to tho colonies.

The case will como up 
on January 4.

The buildings at tho Ross Bay cemotery, 
which have dono duty as a euBpoct station 
since the smallpox outbreak, were burned 
down yesterday in tho presence of the 
Mayor and aldermen and civic officials in- 
terested. While Chief Deasy, of tho fire 
brigade, was out on this business, one of the 
bolts of his vehicle broko and he was thrown 
to tho ground, hurting his head and ankle. 

THERE was only one caso of any import- 
ance in the city police court yesterday, a 
well known mariner, who, when urrested, 
gave the name of John Morris, being con- 
victed of larceny. " Morris " stole a watch 
and othor smaller articles of value from an 
Indian, and (nado the explanation that he 
was simply taking caro of the things until 
his dusky friend Boborod up. 

News has reached Chief Sheppard of tho 
possible arrival in Victoria of a person 
whose presence may not bo altogether desir- 
able. Tho individual in question is, or was, 
named Charles E. Rogers of about 27 years 
of age, dark complexion, and height about 
five and a half feot. He has made his mark 
in swindling nearly all the merchants in the 
Sound cities, so that Victorian traders will 
be on their guard. 

An individual evidently suffering from 
delirium tremens, attempted to commit 
suicide on Friday last by jumping from 
Turner, licoton & Co. 'a wharf. Contact 
with the cold water changed his mind, for 
instead of allowing himself to drown ho 
exerted himself to keep afloat until assist- 
ance reached him. The only explanation 
he gave when ho was lifted to tho wharf 
was " Thank the Lord, I'm again saved," 
and started up town.

COLLEGIATE SCHOOL. 

Report for tho Christmas Term By the 
Headmaster to the Bishop, and His 
Lordship's ltuply. 

Tho Collegiate School, 

Victoria, B.C., Dac. 20, 1893. 

My Lord :—l beg to present to you the 
half-yearly report of tlio Collegiate school ; 
tho third since it has been under my super- 
vision. Tho work of the school hus been 
carried on regularly und successfully. We 
began the term with four new boys. A 
pupil who li ft at tho end of tho summer 
term, L. Hurtnugel, was admitted to the 
Lelaud-Stauford Universiy at San Fran- 
cisco, where, from tho promise ho gavo us a 
scholar ut the Collegiate Bchool, ho is suro 
to do well. His work and position at the 
Collegiate school was taken by the Univers- 
ity authorities as tho equivalent of their 
usual entranco examination. 

Tho school has been examined by myself 
upon tho work of the term, and tho result 
is, I think, fairly commendable. Whilo it 
is genorully allowed that examinations aro 
not for many reasons the best test of knowl- 
edge, and certainly not for boy's knowledge, 
they are useful us a stimulus, und as furnish- 
ing Bomo standard of comparison. I have 
selected four subjects us examples uf our 
latest rosults. 

In Latin — Form four, gained 53 per cent 
of the marks possiblo ; Form threo, 41 per 
cent ; Forms two and one, I f> per cent. 

In French — Form four, Oil per cent ; Form 
three, GO per cent; Forms two and one, 3S 
per cent. 

In Arithmetic — Form four, 53 percent; 
Form three, 33 per cent ; Forms two anil 
one, 50 per cent. 

In Divinity — Form four, per cent; 
Form three, 50 per cent; Forms two und 
one, 07 per cent. 

In History the per contago was about tho 
same us in Lutin. 

In Geography, Forms four ami three wero 
unsatisfactory, Forms two and one very 
good. 

lu Algebra it was 34 per cent ; in Euclid, 
37. 

Thero is nnly one boy learning Greek, and 
he has maue fairly good progress, but the 
absenco of competition is a grout drawback 
to most boys. In so small a school it is 
difficult to describo our limits of work, but. 
I may mention that in Latin we havo not as 
yet got beyond Caesar and a little Virgil; in 
French, Voltaire's Charles XII. is our high- 
est reading book; and in Mathematics, tho 
third book of Euclid. From these wo 
descend through various atuges to quite ele- 
mentary work. Vour Lordship will, I am 
sure, bo glad to see that in Divinity wo are 
striving to deserve our claim to bo culled a 
Church of England school, and if marks 
mean anything we aro at anyrato promising. 

As regards the boys themselves I am 
very glad to report that thero is a general 
deBire to jmprove, that tho conduct has 
been good, and I hopo that thero is grow- 
ing up in them a respect for and loyalty to 
their school because it is their Bchool. Wo 
have been successful, with tho aid of In- 
structor St. Clair, in touching nearly all our 
boys who were unable to swim, and we 
have been encouraged in this by prizes 
given by R. Ward, Esq., F. H. Worlock, 
Esq., and S. Aspland, Esq. 

The Form prizes aro awarded as follows : 

Form tour — Dewdney, major, who ob- 
tained 89 per cent, out of the highest pos- 
sible marks given for term and examination 
work, and deserves tho highest praise. 
Commended : ABpland, major, and Powell, 
major. 

Form three— Dewdney, minor, who has 
done exceedingly well. Commended : Wor- 
lock and Hanington. 

Forms two and one — Johnstone, very 
highly commended. Commended : L?_in- 
bridge and Ward. 

Mr. Leakey, who hus for two terms 
assisted in the school, has left for other 
work, and his place is taken by Mr. 
Skene, lately arrived from England.

"tho great commoner," Henry Clay ; that 
hor homo, "Old Ashland," was built by 
him for his son, her husband; that it was 
hero that Mrs. Henry Clay died, and that 
almost every article of furniture tho 
house contains was bought and used by 
floury Clay, is worthy of notice.

THE FIRE WASTE. 

Last Year it Most Disastrous One to Insur- 
ance Companies— lncenuarlsm Very 
Prevalent. 

(Monetary Times.) 
Tho year now drawing to its oloao hab 
been a most disastrous one to firo insur- 
ance organizations, not only in Canada, 
but throughout tho United States. Whilo 
tho managers of insurance companies, and 
unfortunate stockholders aro discussing 
the extent of firo losses, and devising means 
to stay the ruvages of tho tiro-fiend, tho 
general public, to all appearance, is quite 
indifferent to the causo or conscijuenco of 
tho tremendous national wasto of capital by 
firo from year to year. Nothing will 
arouse the public mind, it seems, unless it 
be a direct tax on every man's property. 
Tho loss by firo is an indirect 
tax quite as onerous, for it is the 
public that have to hear tho immense loss 
caused by lire. Tho notion that tho in- 
surance companies bear it all is erroneous. 
The rato of premium paid for insurance is 
based on the united experience of firo in- 
surance associations. Tho greater tho loss 
by fire is, tho higher tho rate of premium 
required to be paid by tho public to meet 
fire losses. 

Incendiarism lias been very prevalent in 
some places during the past year. Perhaps 
Sarnia has been more noted in this respect 
than in any other town. Wo understand 
that the classification of Sarnia has been 
temporarily lowered until the town author- 
ities succeed in stamping out this 
foul crime Wo learn from the Sarnia 
papers that the Municipal Council 
and Uourd of trade of that place 
aro taking most energetic steps with 
that end in view. The incendiary fires are 
as mysterious and inexplicable as anything 
of the kind. Most of them take placo on 
a Saturday night or a Sunday morning. Tho 
noted village of Luoan is another place 
where incendiarism is rampant. It is sin- 
cerely to he Imped that the energetic meas- 
ures now being token will soon put an end 
to this species of vandalism. 

Mr. Webster, tho editor of tho New York 
Chronicle, estimates the yearly losses by 
fire to exceed tho cost of all tho public 
schools in the country. Wo believe this to 
be equally true of Canada. Such a state- 
ment should remove tho criminal apathy of 
tho public to tli is enormous waste of wealth 
going up in smoke week by week, year by 
year. This is a phase of social life in which 
every man is his brother's keeper in so far 
as ho is morally bound to conservo his 
neighbor's property aud his own by means 
of precautions ugainst firo which experience 
has shown to bo needful.

It is, of cottrso, nowadays a generally ac- 
cepted truth that without manufacturing 
industries no city can ever hopo to increase 
to very large proportions, but with tho 
growth of manufactories other industries 
are attracted, population grows and other 
sourceB of trade continually open up. 
Capital and energy uro doing much for Vic- 
toria in this respect, and that there is a 
splendid field for investment in manufactur- 
ing business is seen by tho satisfactory con- 
dition of those establishments already in 
operation. As an example, tho Victoria 
Chen ical company, whioh only began opera- 
tions about a year ago, have found their 
particular field so profitable that they have 
just changed into a limited liability con- 
cern, having a capital of 8100,000, with a 
view to extending their operations in other 
directions. Messrs. F. Moore, J. A. Hall 
and J. W. Fisher, who have hitherto curried 
on tho works, enter tho new company, 
and tho operations of manufacture will be, 
as herotoforc, superintended by Messrs. 
Hall and Moore, both graduates of tho 
famous Owens College, Manchester, and 
thoroughly conversant with the chemical 
business, having been connected with largo 
chemical warka in England. 

The Victoria Chemical Works are situated 
at the Outer wharf, w hete the company have 
a very complete plant for turning out sul- 
phuric, nitric and niuriatio acid, all of 
which find a ready market in tho Province. 
Tho now departures include tho manufac- 
ture of sulphate of copper, thu copper ore 
for whiuu will bo procured from 
Texada Island und Rivers Inlet. 
Mr. Hall, in speaking of the 
matter, remarked that a big trade could be 
worked up in the East in this articlo of 
commerce, as it is extensively used in vine- 
yards and to prevent smut on grain. He 
also says that the facilities here uro so fav- 
orable that copper sulphato made in Vic- 
toria could actually compete on the English 
market itself. Baking powder is also to be 
manufactured. The materials for this will 
bo imported. It is to bo a lirst-olaBS article, 
containing neither ulum nor ammonia, and 
the output will be quite extensive. Within 
threo months tho buking powder will bo 
placed on tho market. 

Tho process of manufacturing tho pro- 
ducts now being made at tho works is ex- 
tremely interesting. As a precaution againBt 
fire or ucoident, all tho flues from tho vari 
ous fireB are conducted through on under 
ground main flue to the big brick chimney, 
which stands sixty feet high uud meusures 
seven feet at the base. 

The sulphuric acid is manufactured from 
Japaneso sulphur specially imported, but 
Mr. Hall says the company are anxious to 
set pyrites mined in tho Province instead, 
if arrangements can bo made with mine 
owners to ship to them. Tho sulphur is first 
burned, the smoke conducted into a huge 
lead chamber 72 feet long, 18 feot wide and 
17 feet high, weighing no less than 'JO tons, 
and mixed with the fumes from a small 
quantity of nitre burned in a small furnace 
The sulphut ic acid thus obtained is then 
drawn into unother leaden tank and the ex 
coss of water formed during the chemical 
combination is driven otf. The acid is then 
siphoned into a big wrought iron tunk, from 
which it can be pumped by compressed air to 
any part of the works required. Tho acid is 
further concentrated in eight big egg 
shaped glass vessels with a brisk fire burn 
ing under them. These vessels are in i 
house to themselves, tho fireB being stoked 
from outside as a measure of safety from 
the fumes, or in case a gWss breaks aa some- 
times happens. 

Nitric acid is prepared by placing nitre 
and sulphuric acid in a cast iron cylinder 
and heating it, the nitric acid resulting 
being collected in a series of 10 big earthen- 
ware jars. 

Muriatic acid is made from heating salt 
und sulphuric acid and passing the fumes 
into a tower built of fire clay, 35 feet high 
and filled with coke, through which water 
percolates from above. The resulting acid 
rum out at the bottom and ia collected in 
carboys. 

The sulphuric acid is supplied to the fire 
brigade, chemista and others, but the great 
bulk is sold mixed with specially strong 
nitric acid, to the Hamilton and Giant 
I'owder Works, which take u large quan- 
tity. The salmon canneries consume a lurge 
part of the muriatic acid, and next year 
fully -l.ll'IO tons of mixed ucid, besides SIX) 
carboys of muriatic acid, will be supplied by 
the works. 

In addition to the buildings required te 
cover tho manufacturing plant, there is a 
complete mechanics' shop, engine room and 
a small electric dynamo for lighting pur- 
poses. .Situated on the waterfront, with a 
wharf of their own, the company are in a 
position to handle their raw material and 
the finished product very advantageously 
and cheaply.

Hon. Mr. Davie gave an ablo and eloquent 
exposition of tho Government's past policy 
and futuro plana. In his opening remurks 
ho said ho would not refer to the subjects 
recently discussed at length by him on tho 
Mainland, where they received their 
quietua — ho reforred to tho Parliament 
buildings and redistribution bills. At meet- 
ings in Now Westminster, Cariboo und 
Kumloops tho Government had been hear- 
tily endorsed in npito of tho efforts of cer- 
tain agitators to w-ork up a hostile and sec- 
tional feeling. He briefly alluded to thoredis- 
bution bill, which ho said would be introduced 
at tho coming session, and would bo a mea- 
sure guided by the earnest desire of the 
Government to do justice to all portions of 
the Province. 

He next took up tho financial slate of tho 
Province and referred to past years, when 
the Government had been unable to borrow 
money, except at exorbitant rates of 
interest, and pointed out how to-day, 
owing to the wise actions (if those in power, 
British Columbia's credit was second to 
none in the financial centres, and her three 
per cent, bonds ranked only second in Lon- 
don among colonial securities. This im- 
provement, ho aaid, enabled tho present 
Government to undertake many measures 
for the improvement and development of 
tho Province heretofore impossible. Dealing 
next with land grants to railroads, Mr. 
Davie pointed out that such measures wero 
absolutely necessary in order to obtain the 
capital wherewith to oonstruot the roads 
required. 

With regard to tho question which has 
arisen as to whotner or not E. ifc 
it N. railway wore entitled to the precious 
metals in tho railway belt, he said tho mat- 
ter would come up before the Supremo court 
early next month and he had no doubt it 
could bo settled in favor of tho province 
and enable free miners to got to work, Con- 
tinuing he remarked that tho only aim of 
tho present Government was to develop tho 
country, to find homes and em 
ployment for those in it and to 
causo an influx of immigration of tho right 
sort. The only obstacle to this was tho 
lack of money that now existed. He ex- 
plained tho reason of tho failure of tho 
crofter scheme, ulso the means which tho 
Government had taken up for tho develop- 
ment of tho resources of tho country's 
fisheries, and dealing next with trade with 
tho colonies, ho advocated reciprocity 
moisures with Australia, particularly with 
regard to the import of mutton. 

Whilst strongly urging that the. Province 
should be made self-supporting with regard 
to breadstulTs, he maintained that tho coun- 
try was not suitable for sheep-roiBing, and if 
by encouraging importation of Aus- 
tralian mutton a market for our 
lumber could be obtained it would bo a 
step in the right, direction. Referring to 
the coal trade, Mr. Davio said that if the 
trade of Nanaimo wero confined to San 
Francisco, it would be an advantage to tho 
Province to open up trade with tho East. 
In order to do this, tho Government would 
assist iu building a roid between Spence's 
Bridge, in the Nicola Valley, traversing 
valuable coal fields. He went on to 
deal with tho lumber industries of 
tho Province, and showed that sooner 
or later thin Province would be a 
source of supply for countries now obtain- 
ing lumber from Baltic logs. The Govern- 
ment saw tho necessity of appointing log 
scalers, but it was useless to do so until the 
Legislature passed an Act making it com 
pulsory that logs bo measured by Govern 
ment scalers. Ho spoke at length 
of tho recent Government surveys 
They had iliseovered fine sections 
of agricultural land, anel expressed the 
hope that in tho near future measures might 
be introduced to aid farmers to settle on 
these lands. Several other important 
questions wero dealt with in a lengthy 
speech, at the close of which local members 
Keith, Foster and McKenzie criticised the 
Premier's remarks. 

Mr. Davie in a brief reply dealt with tho 
question of the exclusion of Chinese from 
the mines. The constitutionality of such a 
measure had been questioned, Whilst h 
did not think there was reason for this, 
stiil as a satisfactory arrangement 
hud been reached between the mine 
owners and miners, ho was adver 
lo stilling up hostility by the 
adoption of a hard and fast law. lie also 
doubted whether the Government had power 
to pass an act to prevent certain persons 
working in mines without excluding all 
dangerous peraons such as Japs and for- 
eigners who did not understand English. 

The meeting broke up at midnight.

OHicial Statement By the Minister of 
Foreign A Hairs Under Peixoto's 
Instructions. 



Hevolt Said lo He Reduced to Small 
Proportions— Most of the 
States Quiet.

Rio dk Janeiro, Dec. L'.'i. — Tho Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, acting for President 
Peixoto, has given to tho correspondent of the 
United Press tho following statement con- 
cerning tho insurrection. Rear Admiral 
Custodio de Mollo left Rio harbor on tho 
night of Nov. :i0, on tho warship Aquidaban 
taking with him also tho Esperanza. Rear 
Admiral Saldhona da Gama took command 
of tho iuaurgont Bhipa remaining in the har- 
bor and in a manifesto dolivered December 
7, published on December 10, said that mat- 
ters ought to bo replaced as they wero on 
November 15, 1SS9, and that tho country 
must bo consulted with regard to the form 
of Government. 

Several islands have been taken by tho 
Government and fortified with cannon. Tho 
revolt is reduced to tho small space in the 
bay between tho Government's fortified 
posts in the Stato of Rio Grande do Sul. 
Tho insurgents have overrun tho Southorn 
ports in bunds of a few hundred, and are 
along tho sea coast in tho Stato of Santu 
Catharina, avoiding in both States tho loyal 
troops that follow them and are in all 
cases superior in numbers und arms. Tho 
revolt once subdued here — and that can now 
be easily done — tho attention of the Gov- 
ernment will bo required only in Rio Grande 
do Sul and Sinta Catharina. All the other 
Btates enjoy peace and side with the Gov 
eminent. The President hua a small flout 
at Montevideo and another at Pernambuco. 
They may in a short timo scour tho South 
coastforany insurgent ship that may bo there.

An important 
letter was found in Williams' houso un- 
opened yesterday. It is now thought the 
murders were committed by a professional 
burglar, and that only robbery was intend- 
ed, but that murder followed resistance.
